1. FLACTUATING needs encompass all the dependants |. E wives and 
children, and the guardian or Husband etc 


2. PERSISTING needs encompass specific individuals that require it for ANY 
GIVEN LENGTH OF TIME e.g. Long term or permenant extra needs/ 
requirements
